A bill establishing collec- 
tive bargaining procedures 
for more than 400,000 Ohio 
ublic employees has been 
introduced into the Ohio 
House of Representatives. 
Drafted by ‘the 34,000 mem- 
ber Ohio Civil Service Em- 


* ployees Association (OCSEA) 


House Bill 22, was sponsored 
by Reps. spr Rcanomesn 
(Cleveland). |. Thompson (D- 
Cleveland); Edward J. Orlett 
(Dayton);~ Troy tee James 
(Cleveland); Thomas J. Car- 
ney, (Youngstown); Michael 
P. Stinziano (Columbus); 
Casey C. Jones (Toledo); J. 
Leonard Camera (Lorain); 
Thomas M. Bell (Cleveland); 
William L. Mallory (Cincin- 
nati); Tom Fries (Dayton); 
C.J. McLin Jr. (Dayton) and 
Phale D. Hale (Columbus), all 
Democrats. 

Presently, Ohio public em- 
ployers and employees do 
not have a_ structural 
procedure to follow to foster 
good employee relations. The

“The only labor law in Ohio 
today is the Ferguson Act 
which is strictly a punitive 
measure allowing the em- 
ployer to fire any striking em- 
ployee, “said Kari E. Stewart, 
Executive Director of OCSEA. 
“The Ferguson Act is 
inadequate. It doesn't have a 
mechanism for resolving em- 
ployer-employee problems,” 
continued Stewart. 

“Our collective bargaining 
Proposal provides a ‘bill of 
rights’ for all Ohio public em- 
ployees. The thrust of this 
proposal is to eliminate the 
causes of public employee 
strikes by establishing good 
faith bargaining procedures 
and establishing workable 
impasse - procedures,” con- 
tinued Stewart. 

Under provisions of the 
OCSEA proposed legislation, 
public employees would have 
the right to decide through 
secret. ballot elections 
whether or not they want an 
employee labor organization 
to represent them as sole and 
exclusive bargaining agent 
negotiating such items as 
wages, work hours and terms 
and conditions of em- 
ployment.

This is the week for the NFL big guns to conduct their 
annual draft for college seniors and/or trade a few veterans, 
Some of the players selected In the early draft aré usually 
those who have made one or more of the many All-American 
squads,

" Many years ago outstanding athletes from the black 
colleges were ignored until the Los Angeles Rams struck 
gold with Tank Younger of Grambling. Since the days of 
Younger, players from black colleges have not been ignored. 

The Chevrotet Motor Division and the Mutual Black Net- 
work, the world’s first and largest black radio network, an- 
nounced their second annual Black College All American 
Football Team selections on Dec, 18. 

These players were selected from more than one 
thousarid athletes, who make up the football ranks of the 47 
black colleges in the United States. 

Each year two players from the Black College All American 
team are selected as the Outstanding Offensive Player and 
Defensive Player of the Year 

The offensive winner this year was Walter Payton, 
Jackson State University, Jackson, Miss., who at 20 years of 
age became the first man to be twice voted Offensive Player 
of the Year 

To gain the honor the fleet footed back racked up 1,029 
yards in nine games for an impressive 5.8 yards per carry. He 
scored 19 touchdowns in 1974 to bring his total four year 
acord to 66 touchdowns. 

The honor for the Outstanding Defensive Player of the 
Year went to Gary Johnson, Grambling State University, 
Grambling, La. Johnson is a senior who has been dubbed by 
his teammates as “Big Hands,” 

In 1974 he led his team in tackles with 134 individuat hits 
and 68 assists. Johnson too, is a repeat on the 
Chevrolet/Mutual Team having béen named to last year’s 
squad ~ Die 

This marked the 3rd straight year.that he has led Gram- 

Diing_in_ the total_number of tackles. Many predict “Big 

Hands" Johnson will be among the first round draft choice of

Last year Dallas Cowboys drafted Ed “Too Tall” Jones 
from Tennessee State. Jones was named to the Black 
College All American and TSN. 

Selecting these young men to the Black College All- 
American team gave them national exposure and the ex-. 
perience of going to New York with their coaches, Payton 
with Robert Hill; and Johnson with Eddie Robinson. 

For all of them it will mean numerous important in- 
lerviews on radio, television and by newspapers and 
magazines. Most important it will bring focus on the black 
colleges in the United States and the development of their 
athletic and academic programs,

Although two 
or three teams have jess than 16 blacks on their squad, the 
average NFL team has at least 16. 

When the WFL opened jts season, there were an 
estimated 200 blacks playing in the league* If the WFL folds 
this year, more blacks will have to seek employment 
elsewhere.

‘ ided further: that none of these 
funds shall be used to compel any 
school system as a condition for 
receiving funds and other benefits from 
the appropriations above, to classify 
teachers and students by race, religion, 
or national origin; or to assign teachers 
or students to schools, classes or cour- 
ses for reasons of race, religion, sex, or 
national, origin.” 

On the Senate side, anather 
Republican, Sen. Jesse Helms of North 
Carolina, was its patron, and it was very 
narrowly defeated in the Senate. Still a 
ros Ae watered down version of Mrs. 
Holt’s pernicious amendment survived 
8 Senate-House conference, and is 
before the new Congress now.

In a speech opposing the amend- 
ment, Congressman Stokes summed up 
the danger as follows: 

“T rise in opposition to the (Holt) 
amendment. | oppose this amendment 
for the reason that it is one of the most 
dangerous, unconstitutional, and un- 
conscionable amendments ever at- 
tached to a piece of legislation in this 
Congress. 

“it seems to me, Mr. Speaker, that we 
have come too far in this country in 
terms of providing legislation which In- 
sures equal opportunity to permit an 
amendment, hastily and unthoughtfully 
attached to a supplemental ap- 
Proriations bill to nullify remedies 
Provided to a Federal agency under 
law. 

HEW Secretary Caspar Weinberger is 
among those who have seen this 
deceptive language for what it is-an at- 
tempt to terminate the federal govern- 
ment’s pursuit of-its duty to enforce the 
Civil Rights Act of 1964 and related 
laws. 

Fortunately for those of us who have 
not yet come to believe that eternal 
vigilance is the price of liberty, 
Congressman Louis Stokes has not 
forgotten the validity of the saying— 
especially as it pertains to the anti- 
busing, anti-civil rights clique in 
Washington. 


Black Secretary 
Of Transportation 


President Ford is to be commended 
for his nomination of highly able 
William T. Coleman, a black 
Philadelphia attorney, as Secretary of 
Transportation, one of the largest agen- 
cies of nment. it employs more 
than 65, workers and has a budget 
of approximately $8 billion. 

if Coleman is confirmed by the 
Senate, he will become the second 
black in the history of America to oc- 
cupy @ seat in the Cabinet. The other 
was Dr. Robert C. Weaver who served 
88 Secretary of Housing and Urban 
Development from 1966 to 1968. 
Coleman's appointment represents a 
lang climb for blacks from the back of 
the bus to the directorship of the total 
transportation system of our country. 
This includes: Trains, planes, ships,

“racism,” detended his epithetic characterization in a 

CALL-POST interview. 

MoLin, head of Black Elected Democrats of Ohio 
(BEO), made the statement in a news release concer- 
hing the removal of E,W. McCroom from the position 
of coord!nst=: of the Equal Employment Opportunity 
program Jn the State Public Works Division. 

cLin said the firing of MeCroom would not have 
been racism if be had been dismissed because of his 
affiliation with the Democratic Party, But instead, he 
sald McCroom was charged with malfeasance, incom- 
petence, etc. \ 

MeCroom, a Cincinnatian, was removed on af or- 
der signed by Richard L. Krabach, director of Admin- 
istrative Services, The Initial recommendation, how- 
ever, was signed by Public Works Director Rolland A. 
Nesslinger, who like McCroom, was appointed by for. 
mer Gov, John J. Gilligan. 

McCroom, “it is charged, was fired for fiting 

juestionable regulations with Secretary of State Ted 

. Brown, which were to become effective Jan. 24. 

Brown contends that thé regulations should be 
refiled because they were improperly numbered, and 
did not carry an effective date as required, 

McLin emphasized that he was not defending 
Nesslinger or Joseph Sommer, former Administrative 
Services director for-their involvement in MoCroom's 
situation, His complaint was based solely on the lan- 
Guage used in the dismissal order, he said, 

MoCroom, according to a |Statehouse source, has 

led his dismissal to the State Personne! Board 
of lew. But in the meantime, Cleveland City Coun. 
cilman, Paul Haggard, a Republican, has been named 
as MeCroom's successor by Krabach. 

The black Republican; ee wah 9 had represented 
the 29th ward in Cleveland's City Council since 1969. 
He was sworn in for the EEO post the same day Gov. 
James A, Rhodes was inaugirated. 

In the meantime, M. Morris Jackson, assistant 
President Pro Tem of the Ohio Senate, was left in an 
embarrassing position the other week when, after 
opening the way for two black Democrats to remain 
on the state payroll, they rejected the appointments, 

kon, as chairman of the Senate Patronage 

Committee, used his influence to make a place for 

George Saunders, ex-personal chief, and Larry Jr., 

late asdistant dir, Ohio Labor Relations Dept., on the 

Senate payroll as deputy sergeant-at-arms at salaries 

in-the-$11,000- and-$12,000 brackets. 

Jackson, obviously embarrassed over the cold let- 
down, said he was shocked and hurt by the excuse 
they gave for rejecting the job offers. They could not 
afford to take a job for such low pay. 

However, when thd Offer was laid before two while 
Democrats, also ousted in the Administration change, 
they jumped at the opportunity and are now on the 
Senate's payroll drawing down better than one grand 
per month, 

The Ohio Senate, in a resolution introduced by Sen 
William Bowen of Cincinnati, paid tribute to Cincin-

His nomination of an outstanding black lawyer, 
William T. Coleman, Jr., as Secretary of Transport. 
ation not only puts the first’ black person in seven

of that body. ; 

Mr. Coleman is an outstanding lawyer, an honors 
graduate from Harvard Law School and former law 
clerk to Justice Felix Frankfurter, who has built an en- 
viable reputation as one of the nation’s top legal 
minds. He hes also been a civil rights activist who 
worked on the schoo! desegregation case that led to 
the Brown decision of 1954, among other noteworthy 
civil rights cases he has been involved wi ja 
r-gaident of the N.A.A-OP Legal Defense - 

He will take over a federal Department of special in- 
terest to city dwellers. At-a time when it is essential to 
revitalize urban mass tranait, this excellent @ppoint- 
Ment signals a more positive role in a national tran- 
sportation policy. |

During the time they were 
working, taxes were withheld 
at a rate based on the assum- 
ption that the taxpayers 
would be earning the same 
incomes all -year, which 
Proved -not-tobe the case:

The 
only way is to file income tax 
returns early, and unfor-

companied by W-2 forms

other payments-taken out of 


Employers have uftil 
January 31 to send these 
forms to employees still 
working, while those who 
were laid off with tittle 
likelihood of being rehired 
before the end of the year 
should have received their W- 
2's no later than 30 days atter 
they. were paid their final 
wages. 

A person whose W.2 forms 
could be delayed until as late 
a8 January 31 might consider 
Preparing the tax return in 
advance, using data from his 
Paycheck stubs, and having 
the return all ready to mail off 
as soon as the W-2 comes 
through.

WASHINGTON--The Con- 
gressional Black Caucus has 
begun a major reorganization 
effort, Changes include 
desperately-needed staff add- 
itions, a whip system to coor- 
difiate Black Caucus votes 
and the development of a re- 
search network.

develop detailed strategies 
for pushing through a soon- 
to-be-issued package of leg- 
islative priorities. 

The initial objective isto 
win some “legislative vic- 
tories” by improving basic 
operations, forging political 
alliance with white members 
based on common interests 
and significant percentage of 
black votes. 

Congressman Charles B 
Rangel, D-N.Y., chairman of 
the Caucus, said in a recent 
interview that the CBC had 
established its “credibility.” 
“However, people are now 
asking what have you done 
with our support." 

The CBC generally is held 
in high regard by the black 
community, but has a lessor 
reputation among black 
political professionals who 
Privately «criticize its 
aggressiveness in mar- 
shalling black interest leg- 
islation through Congress 

Ms. Barbara Williams, the 
recently-hired CBC executive 
director,_is—working closely 
with members to develop a 
“research and response net- 
work to assist Caucus mem- 
bers in working more effec- 
tively in ‘their committee and 
subcommittees areas."

Medicaid. Wher Tom was 
working, he too had paid into 
Social Security. -Not that paid 
him in Medicare just what the 
Stuarts .had gotten. 

In addition, since he lost 
his job, they had gone on 
welfare and were now eligible 
for Medicaid. Medicaid took 
care of the first $84 of the 
hospitalization. It also paid 
the first $60 of the other 
medical costs, The Adams 
were even. 

Had the Adams been on 
welfare all their lives they 
would have been eligible only 
for medicaid. Medicaid is: a 
state-federal assistance pro- 
gram, a state federal partner- 
ship program. Under it, it, 
would depend on where the 
Adams lived. since states dif- 
jer as tO regulations ana 
benefits. 

The important thing to 
remember is that Medicare is 
a federal insurance program 
funded through payments 
into Social Security. 
Medicaid is a state-federal 
partnership Assurance pro- 
gram funded through the 
Welfare office.

Antibiotics Are Ineffective 
For The Common Cold 


Physicians report that 
patients sometimes insist on 
a “shot” or a prescription for 
an antiobiotic to “cure” thelr 
colds. Neither is likely to help 
a cold or cold symptoms. 

“Different germs cause dif- 
ferent diseases," a group of 
physicians writes in an article 
in Patient Care MAGAZINE, 
A PUBLICATION FOR 
PHYSICIANS, Antibiotics at- 
tack diseases caused by bac- 
teria. However, the common 
cold is caused by viruses, 
and so far no cure has been 
found. 

The-physician-authors give 
several reasons for not taking 
antibiotics when they aren't 
warranted: 

--Antiblotics don't know the 
difference between” harmful 


and helpful bacteria that 
commonly exist in the body. 
They kill them all, permitting 
other ilinesses or side effects 
to occur. : : 
~Bacteria become resistant 
to antibiotics after they have 
been exposed to them often 
enough, As a result, when 
you are really sick with a bac- 
terial infection, the antibiotic 
may no longet be effective. 
~Antibiotics — sometimes 
cause allergic ‘or toxic reac-.

icate nonverbally and behind 
the words they are saying. 
You have to try not to inject 
any of your own biases, 

“For example, if a child 
Says he hates his teacher and 
doesn't: want to be in that 
Class any more, maybe what 
he is really saying is that he 
doesn't have a friend in that 
room. It’s a kind of second- 
level listening that you have 
to do: 

“The biggest frustration is 
lack of time. When children 
come to me and ask if they 
can see me and | have to put 
them off until later, that 
bothers me more than any, 
other one thing. | don't think | 
have a right to say no to a 
child. 

“Another problem has to 
do with the way we are set up 
in all public schools. Un- 
fortunately, the principal feels 
obligated to. back the 
teacher. This sometimes puts 
the principal” ina very Un- 
tenable position, if the 
teacher has made a decision 
that is not very wise. .But for 
the sake of keeping peace, 
the principal has to back the 
teacher. The child knows this 
4 lot of the time. 

“We are beginning a parent 
education program and hope- 
fully will be able to give 
parents some skills in under- 
standing why their children 
do some of the things they do 
and what parents can do to 
help, When | think back over 
some of the horrible mistakes 
| made in rearing my own 
children,-1-wish- 1 had had 
some help. When you have 
the frustrations of not having 
money or any of the things 
you need, and then your child 
misbehaves, you really don't 
have any guidance 
as to how to handle it. That's 
the one thing we don't teach 
in school-how to be a parent. 
And yet many of our .high 
school kids go right from 
school to parenthood. 
They're just not equipped to 
cope: 

“We work very closely with 
Outside agencies like 
Children's Mental- Heaith 
Center. A number of our 
children~go™ there regularly,

the community. | find these 
parents very, very willing to 
work with their children. I've 
never had a parent refuse 
help in all the time I've ‘been 
working here. 

“Sometimes you think the 
whole thing is futile because 
there's so much to be done 
and there are so many needs.’ 
Everybody needs help. The 
teachers, parents, ~ad- 
ministrators, the kids. 

“l would never try to 
rescind an administrative or- 
der or undermine a teacher, 
but | will try to help the child 
understand why the adult in a 
situation has found it 
necessary to take a certain 
action and what the child 
might do to live with a 
decision he might fee! is un- 
just. | won't tell a child that a 
teacher was right if | fee! the 
teacher wasn't right. | think 
this is the way life is, They 
are not always going to get 
honest, fair, straight-forward 
decisions and they have to 
learn to live with those things 
and take some responsibility 
for ‘their own behavior, 

“I! see this as one of the 
things that causes a lot of our 
teenagers to. have trouble 
with the police. Police come 
into various neighborhoods 
and they may already be a lit- 
tle uptight when they get 
there because a lot of crimes 
have occurred in that area, 


Maybe they do approach a* 


youngster in the wrong way, 
but that youngster has a 
responsibilty to recognize 
that maybe he is in a high- 
crime _area-and-he-has to-con= 
duct himself a little differently 
than he might in a-low-crime 
area,
